Cortelyou In his address called atten- 
tion to the fact that on Febniary 18 
tbe entire personnel of his depart- 
ment conais^d of a stnfle official, 
hfmaolr. Wadttaadajr. by tM transfer 
made, tho departmant'a pfnonnol con- 
Btoted of 1,289 peraona tn Waahlngton 
•Dd 8,836 In the country at large with 
total appropriations for the coming 
fiscal year of $9,796,847. He recalle i 
the fact that in 1788 Commodore John 
Paul Janw, wriUag to tha Marqula 
of Lafajratte ooncominr the federal 
constitution strongly advocated the 
<;reatlon of a ministry of commerce 
on the ground that commerce must 
be the great reliance of tho country in 
the future. 

"When the eommtaalon on atatiati- 
cal work recently appointed makes Its 
report, prompt attention will bo given 
to the provisions of law relating to the 
proposed bureau of manufacturing, 
and as rapidly as may ba consistent 
with busfaaesa-ltke adminlitratioi^ ev- 
ery other feature of the orgaale act 
■will then be taken and acted upon. 
■ "To-day the new system moves, and 
as It takes its place by the side of the 
other g^eat executive establishments. 
It will catch the step and the swing 
of tkeir onward movament la tba aar 
tion'a progreaa and proaperfty. 

"No other department has a wider 
field, if the Just expectations of the 
closer relations with ihe people or 
greater opportunities for effective 
work. While we can not dedicate a 
new and Imposing structure to the 
uses of this department, we can at 
leaat, and I am sure we all do, dedi- 
cate ourselves to the work which chief 
eaeeutlves have, recommended and 
congress In Its wladom haa aet apart 
^ be done. In thla aplrit I havo 
thought it altogether fitting and prop- 
er that we should have these brief ex- 
ercises and that in them we should 
emphasize the fact that if we are to 
haTO the hlfheat success as a nation 
Ib our commercial and industrial re- 
lations, whether among ouraeWea or 
with other peoples, we must keep evor 
to the front and dominant always 
those sturdy elements of characte- 
and the dependence upon divine guid- 
ance whtei jrere so signally shown by 
the foundera of the republic and to 
which we can not too often revert In 
theae busy and prosperous times which 
make memorable and for the flrbt 
opening years of the new century."

Department Olvea Out Statament In 
Regard to Matter After a Careful 
CeneideMtlen Beth at Waah> 
Ingtan antf Oyatar lay. 

Washington, July 1. — The poeltloa 
of the administration regarding the 
proposed transmission of the petition 
of the Jewish dtlsens of the United 
States to the Russian government was 
madf clear and positive by a state- 
ment authorised by the state depart- 
ment Wednesday night. This state- 
ment was Inspired by newspaper pub- 
lications saying of the Russian gov- 
ernment In the event of the preaenta- 
tlon of such a patitioB through the me- 
dium of the United States embassy at 
St. Petersburg would refuse to receive 
It, which bad been brought to the at- 
tention of high officers of the govern- 
ment. It was given careful considera- 
tion both bars aad at Ojrstar Bay be- 
fore a decision waa reached to aaake 
any declaration regarding the matter. 
The statement Is as follows: 

■'The delay in forwarding the peti- 
tion of American citizens of the Jewish 
faith aa to tha 111 treatment of their 
co-reUgloBisto la RuMila was solely 
due to the delay In furnishing the ad- 
dress to the state department by the 
petitioners. The state department 
would of course pay no heed to any 
statement purporting to emanate from 
the Ruaslan government unless such 
statement was made ofllctelly la aone 
form or other to our own government. 
The state department has been spec- 
cially careful to act only in accord- 
ance with all requirements of official 
propriety, but within the limits thus 
laid down it will most certainly not 
hesitate to give expression to the deep 
sympathy felt not only by the admin- 
istration, but tiy all the American peo 
pie for the unfortunate Jews who have 
been the victims in the recent appall- 
ing massacres aad outrages. In this 
connectton It waa pointed out by an- 
other official who disclaimed any pur- 
pose to speak in his official capacity, 
however, that it seemed somewhat 
strange, to say the least, that the Rus- 
alan government should choose this 
particular method of makiag a atata- 
ment to the American people at the 
very time when, by methods which are 
certainly the reverse of friendly to 
the Uniteil States, it has sought to 
make China join in in making the 
plighted faith of all tba powers as to 
the opea door In Manchuria, aad haa 
endeavored to bar our people from ac- 
cess to the Manchnrlan trade." 

The above statement was shown to 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, Wednesday night, but he declin- 
ed to make any comment on it Any 
reply to this atatement must be made 
under direct Instructions from St. Pc- 
tersbuip. It Is realized, both at the 
state department and at the Russian 
embassy that the situation Is extreme- 
ly delicate. 

Action by the United States govern- 
ment In transmitting the petition of 
riflzens of this country of the Jewish 
and of other religious faiths, will not 
be affected by the inspired pronouncf- 
ment of the Russian government giv- 
en to the public Wednesday. It evi- 
dently is the Intention of tha ada^lnls- 
tratlon to forward the petition to the 
Russian government as soon as it is 
in readiness. This was rendered cer- 
tain by a statement made at Oyster 
Day Wedneaday night by authority of 
the prealdent

A New ladastry Abest to be Established 
Ej iBjaassa la the Saatkara 



According to Col. 8. F. £. Morse, Gen- 
oral TraflSc Manager of the Southern 
Pacific railroad, the Japanese colony at 
Port Lavaca will establish a plant for the 
mannfaetaa of matting sad hate from 
rice straw, says the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. The J apanete are the pioneer 
rlea arowaia of the world, and culUvato 
the staple on a more scientific basis than 
the American farmer. In Japan every 
prodaet of tha rice crop is utilised to 
some purpose, while in the T'nited States 
the planter relies entirely upon the rice 
proper for his home. 

"The Ja p a a ase of Port Lavaca," said 
Col. Morse, "will soon begin the manu- 
facture of Japanese matting and the 
flnest of hata tnm ika straw, aad it is 
%nly a qoeetioB ol time till onr own rice 
pisotors in Texas and Louisiana will take 
up this iadoatry, thus making the South 
the esBtar of tnpply for matting and 
straw hate of the finest texture and 
maoofaetnie. The best mattings in the 
world are mada la Japan, while the hich 
grades of the rice straw are known the 
world over. There are several kinds of 
grass growing along the gulf, so the Jap- 
aneee tall mo, that oan be utilized for 
making matting of a good grade. They 
tell me It is idaatlcal with that used bi 
Japan for this purpose, snd there ia no 
reason why this should not become a 
paylaglatetryin Louisiana sad Tmuw."

THE RESCUERS ARE BADiyBAUED 

Tbara h Haw Chreat Daafar of As- 
other Explosion Endangering tha 
Lives of the Searcheri. 



The Situation la Decidedly Grave and 
the Citizens Are Becoming Alarm- 
ed For the Safety of the Men 
working Selew. 



Hanna, Wyo., July 2.— Information 
was received Wednesday night from 
aa azpariencad mlaer, who penetrated 
tba Blaa to tho Itth layel, that tha 

workings below the 17th level are a 
mass of flames and where a few hours 
ago it was believed that rescuers 
would reach the bodies of the entomb- 
ed men not later than Thursday noon. 
The efforts of thosa working below the 
sarfaea are now coninad to tha work 
of walling up the entries and the slope 
and putting up fire proof barriers 
wblfh will prevent the flames from 
reaching the 17th and other levels 
above. This Is taken as an indica> 
tlon that the rescuers realise the fruit 
lessness of tnrthar attampta to rescue 
the entoabad Miaara below the 17th 
level. 

Added to the horror of the flre, 
which will doubtless destroy the un- 
derground workings, is the. danger of 
another explosion, which may occtir at 
any time. The situation Is dectdely 
grave and the cit-izena are beoomins 
alarmed of the safety of those who 
are working below the surface and al- 
so those engaged in hauling away the 
debria from thcT mouth of the slope. 
If the entries in which the fire is burn- 
ing can be succesafuily walled and the 
fire confined to a few entries there will 
be little to fear, but there is great 
danger of the flames' breaking through 
Into the entries from which the res- 
enen are moving rocks and debris in 
an eltMrt to reach the two acore or 
more bodies known to be In No. 17 en- 
try. Here the gas a( ( nmiilated In 
such large quantities that the rescu- 
ers csn not remain long at a time and 
this and the gas if once ignited will 
cause the second catastrophe. 

Fire fighters and volunteers are ar 
riviug on evt'iy train. The force is 
well organized and the work Is pro- 
greBslng as fast rh p()Rsi)>le. 

BIG BLAZE AT GREENVILLE, N. C. 



Property' to the Amount of About 
$200,000 Destroyed. 



Raleigh, N. C, July 2.— Greenville. 
N. C, is on fire. The fiames started 
after midnight and was not gotten un- 
der control until after 2 o'clock. It ia 
believed that the losses are already 
about $200,000. The fire started in a 
small restaurant and the buildings al- 
ready consumed are the Market house, 
the Farmers' warehouse, the Gorman 
A Wrighta tobacco factory, the Jordan 
tobacco factory, the residences of 
Mrs. Nellie Harris. 7,vt\o Moore, H. T. 
King and sevtial Kmaller biilldlngt*. 
The heat was sn intense that the fire 
department could not cope with the 
flames. There is no adequate system 
of water works. The Christian church 
and King's hotel were threatened with 
destruction.

Prof. Hayee Tbomaa, Principal of Dis- 
trict School No. S. died Tary anddaaly at 

5 o'clock this morning at the family 
residence, corner of Bridge and Lindsay 
streets. 

While Prof. Thomas had been com- 
plaining the last two or three days, his 
trouble waa not regarded as at all serious. 
Be waa able to to about, and remained 
on the ▼franda at hia home ontil 0 
o'clock last ni^ht to gvsl the cool evening 
breeze. Ue was somewhat restless dur- 
ing tha night and at 4 o'eloek tbia morn- 
ing went down stairs to get a glass of 
soda water. Mrs. Thomaa waa aroused 
and wanted to get tha aoda for bim hnt 
he told her he waa not ao aick aa that, 
and could get it himaalf. 

She then returned to bar room. About 
5 o'clock ahe waa again aroused by ber 
hoaband'a loud breathing, and hastily 
going to his oouch found him uncon- 
selona. She awakened their little daugh- 
ter and aant her to one of the neighbor's 
to summon a physician, but the stricken 
man breathed hia laat before the doctor 
arrivtd.
